Santo  Lombardo,  first  team  offensive  guard  and  second  team  halfback;  Jerry  Lovell,  first  team 
offensive  guard  and  second  team  defensive  guard;  Paul  Canone,  second  team  quarterback;  Dave 
Miller,  second  team  linebacker;  Tom  Puleri,  Jim  Sroka,  and  Bob  Brewster  all  received  honorable 
mention. 

The  great  desire  and  will  to  win  of  this  year's  team  carried  them  through  the  rough  times  and 
to  a school  record  of  six  victories.  Topping  off  the  fine  season  was  a 26-7  victory  over  crosstown 
rival  Enfield  on  Thanksgiving  Day.
